Army and State Department of- 
ficers recognized as Babcock’s “‘of- 
ficial” widow his second wife, 
Mrs. Jean Allendale Babcock, the 
32-year-old English woman he 
married in Germany in 1945. 
They ignored middle-aged, gray- 
haired Mrs. Mary Magdalena Bab- 
cock of New London, Conn., who 
asserts her 30-year marriage to 
Babcock never was dissolved. 

Widow No. 2 was given first 
place behind his coffin in the 
funeral procession from the Fort 
Myer chapel to the cemetery, and 
she received the American flag 
from his coffin at the graveside. 

A legal solution to the dead of- 
ficer’s ‘marital mixup remains to 
be determined by the courts. The 
Connecticut widow, who has three 
grown children by Babcock, cites 
court records from her home state 
to show that the colonel’s petition 


for divorce was ‘denied there in 
1946. 


The English widow, who 
brought their 3-year-old son with 
her when she accompanied Bab- 
cock’s body home from Germany 
by plane yesterday, insists she 
ha’ seen proof that he was di- 
vorced. 

Their conflicting claims turned 
what was to have been the tra- 
ditional military service for a 
war hero into a post-morten legal 
tangle. The two widows sat at 
opposite ends'of the front pew 
in the Fort Myer chapel during 
the gervice, each avoiding the 
other's eyes.

The second is for the Governor 
to call a special session of the 
Legislature in April to pass, 
under political pressure, the 
Quinn 10-man Highway Commis- 
sion bill, This would give the 
Governor the appointment of six 
members of the commission and

Smith First to Encroach.

CHURCHILL ACCUSES LABOR

‘Conservative Leader Assails Socialists for 
‘Frittering Away’ Resources, Crippling 
British Enterprise and Initiative.

LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP)—Win- 
ston Churchill used the Labor 
Government tonight of squander- 
ing American aid funds and of 
crippling Britain's enterprise, 
daring and initiative. 

The wartime Prime Minister, 
accepting the nomination as Con- 
servative candidate for Parlia- 
ment in the Feb. 23 general elec- 
tion for nearby Woodford, added: 

“We now approach the crisis 
to which every spendthrift comes 
when he has used up everything 
he can lay his hands on, and 
everything he can beg or borrow 
and must face the hard reckoning 
of facts.” 

Churchill said the Conserv- 
atives supported the policy of 
Marshall plan aid “to keep us 
géing until conditions of world 
trade were restored.” , 

However, he said, the Labor 
Government put “advancement of 


the doctrines of Socialism above 
all other considerations.” 

“Owing to their follies and 
wrongful action, a great part of 
all the loans and gifts we have 
received from abroad has been 
spent not upon re-equipment of 
our industry, nor upon the import 
of basic foodstuffs,” Churchill 
said. “Instead, much of this pre- 
vious aid was lavishly frittered 
away in American films and to- 
bacco and in large quantities of 
foods and fruits which, however 
desirable as indulgencies, were 
not indispensable to eur recov- 


ery. : 

Churchill said the Labor Gov- 
ernment in four and a half years 
spent almost £17,000,000,000 
($47,600,000,000 at present de- 
valued rate).

The Quinn Bill. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
introduction of the rural road gas 
tax increase bill, Senator William 
M. Quinn of introduced 
a bill to abolish the present High- 
way Commission and create a new 
commission of 10 members to be 
appointed by Gov. Smith, and for 
the creation of the ition of 
administrator of the department, 
the administrator to be appointed 
by the new commission appointed 
by the Governor. 

This meant an administrator 
appointed by the Governor an 
responsible to him. He woul 
have the power to hire and fire 
all employes, except heads of de- 
partments, who could be fired by 
the Governor’s commission. 


While the Quinn bill was un- 
der consideration by the Senate 
Committee on Highways, Quinn 
made some changes in the meas- 
ure, the only one of major inter- 
est being a provision that the 
present members of the Highway 
Commission should remain in of- 
fice to the end of their terms. 
This, however, was seen only as 
a gesture to soften the opposition 
of the commissioners, as_ they 
would have been in a minority 
in the proposed new commission. 
The six new members to be ap- 
pointed would control it, but the 
old Commissioners would hold 
their jobs. 

Quinn did not push his bill in 
the regular 1949 Legislature, say- 
ing that he did not want to en- 
danger the passage of the tax 
increase act. By the time that 
was passed, the session was too 
near an end for the Quinn bill 
to be taken up. It can be re- 
introduced at a special session. 

All-Out Tax Drive. 

It is doubtful that any state ad- 
ministration within recent times 
has gone all-out in a campaign to 
the extent the Smith administra- 
tion hds in the present effort to 
obtain the tax increase. 

Ten days ago the heads of all 
state administrative departments, 
except the Highway Commission, 
were called by the Governor and 
John H. Hendren, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, into 
a conference at which they were 
given clearly to understand that 
they and their en®ployes were ex- 
pected to make contributions to 
and work for adoption of the tax 
increase, as well as to the general 
funds of the Democratic party.

“With the immense aid given 
us by the United States and our 
dominions from overseas, there 
was no reason why we should not 
have got back by now to solvency, 
security and independence,” said 

urchill. 


“This has been denied us not 
only by the incompetence and 
maladministration of the Socialist 
government and their wild ex- 
travagance, but even more by the 
spirit of class hatred which they 
have spread throughout the land, 
and by the costly and wasteful 
nationalization of a fifth part of 
our industries.” 

Churchill said the “Socialist 
conception of the all-powerful 
state” is “odious, and repellent to 
every friend of freedom.” 


“So far, we are only at the 


first stage in this evil journey,” | 


said Churchill. “But already en- 
terprise, daring and initiative are 
crippled. . .. Regulations in- 
creasingly take the place of stat- 
utes*passed by Parliament.” 
Churchill said the Labor party 
manifesto—or platform—-contains 
“an effective design or plot—for 
that is a truer term—to obtain a 
power over their fellow country- 


men such as no British govern- || 


ment has ever sought before.” 

He said the Labor party’s pol- 
icy of continuing to put industry 
under public ownership threat- 
ened private business and com- 
panies of all kinds. | 

Churchill ended his 30-minute 
speech with a plea for support 
from “liberal-minded men of any 
party.” He was aiming at the 
Liberal party, which completed 
in London tonight a two-day 
emergency election conferences. 

Churchill said the Liberal 

party, which is putting up candi- 
dates in about 425 of the 625 
election districts, would not win 
“one in 50 and perhaps not one 
in 100” contests. 

However, he added, the Lib- 
erals may split the vote against 
labor. 

“TI am sure that British Lib- 
eralism will recoil.from and rise 
superior to such Sorry and wanton 
machinations,” Churchill added. 

Liberals Spurn Offer. 

The Liberal party, Britain’s 
third largest, has refused an in- 
vitation to join Churchill’s Con- 
servatives in a united front against 
Labor candidates. 

At their Lendon conference, the 
Liberals came out for: 

1. Wider personal freedom. 

2. Free trade. 

3. Separate parliaments for 
Wales and Scotland. 

Frank Byers, parliamentary 
whip for the Liberals, answered 
Churchill’s criticism that the high 
number of Liberal candidates 
might split Tory support in some 
districts. 

“The Conservative party re- 
gards our intervening on_ this 
scale as irresponsible,” he told the 
1600 delegates at Kingsway hall, 

“No one has a right to make 
that charge against the Liberal 
party, which has always had the 
reputation for sincerity. We are 
intervening because we believe it 
our duty as loyal citizens to ‘do 


so.” 

The Liberals put up only about 
100 candidates in 1945. 

Dingle M. Foot, vice president 
of the party, declared 10,000 gov- 
ernment inspectors now have 
search powers “greater even than 
those which we concede to po- 
lice.” 

He said there is danger Britain 
might reach “a state of affairs in 
which the food we may eat, the 
clothes we may wear, the news we 
may read, the radio programs we 
may listen to, the films we may 
see, the jobs we may take wiil all 
be decided for us by some higher 
authority, against whose decision 
there will be no appeal.”

Suffering a severe jolt to their 
Missouri Valley Conference cham- 
pionship hopes, St. Louis Univer- 
sity’s Billikens were defeated by 
Bradley University’s nationally- 
ranked Braves, 54 to 45, in a 
tense, action-packed contest last 
night at Kiel Auditorium.

Rated even with the Braves in 
the. single-game betting before 
they took the floor, the Billikens 
Stayed even with Bradley, give or 
take a few points, for nearly 35 
minutes of the 40-minute route.

Mother Nature’s Work. 
An interesting example of how.| 
Mother Nature has her own way 
of taking care of things is shown 
in separate releases made on the 
same day last week by the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service. 
One release bore the caption: 
“Ducks Go Hungry Where Carp 
Are Present in Large Numbers.” 
The other said: “Cormorants in 
Midwest Eat Quantities of Carp.” 
Carp and ducks eat the same 
aquatic plants, the service says. 
Where carp exist in large num- 
bers, plant food suitable for ducks 
and geese may be destroyed en- 
tirely. 

On one wildlife refuge recently, 
a 10-acre patch of chufa—an im- 
portant waterfowl food plant— 
was destroyed by carp. Besides 
chufa, other plants which are im- 
portant as wildfowl foods and 
which suffer from depredations 
of this rough fish are the sago 
pondweeds — bearing starchy tu- 
bers—and wild celery, wild rice, 
bulrush, spike .and rush. 

The cormorants; large fish-eat- 
ing birds that are distantly re- 
lated to pelicans, are found to 
eat as much as 95 per cent of the 
carp in some midwestern lakes 
and streams. 

Nice thing about the cormo- 
rants is that they live principally 
on rough fish and seldom prey 
on game fish. This bird, often re- 
garded as the emblem of gluttony 
because it devours fish voracious- 
ly, is dark colored, with webbed 
feet, long neck and_ slender, 
hooked beak.

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 28—What 
some Vatican scientists believe to 
be the “last earthly remains” of 
St. Peter, to whom tradition as- 
cribes the founding of the Roman 
Catholic Church, have been lo- 
cated in a spot some 40 feet be- 


low the confessional altar of the | 


great basilica that bears his name. 

The discovery has come after 
almost 10 years of painstaking re- 
search and excavation by the Pon- 
tifical Commission of Sacred Ar- 
theology. Formal announcement 
thereof is expected to be made by 
Pius XII, possibly on March 2, 
the eleventh anniversary of his 
elevation to the pontificate, but 
may be postponed until later ih 
the Holy Year. 

Indefinite Delay Possible. 

Publication of the commission’s 
findings, in fact, may be delayed 
indefinitely or until such time as 
Vatican archeologists are scien- 
tifically positive that the contents 
of a baked clay box found during 
the laborious excavations are Pet- 
Ser's reraains. 

The occasion, when it comes, is 
certain to be one of the major 
events of the current Jubilee, It 
is almost equally sure to revive 
the historic controversy between 
Catholic and Protestant scholars 
over whether the Prince of the 
Apdstles was martyred and buried 
on Vatican Hill.

$1-A-WEEK LEVY FOR 
UAW MEMBERS IN

DETROIT, Jan. 28 (AP) — A 
special $l-a-week assessment on 
all working members of the CIO

costly Chrysler strike. 

Over the maximum period of 
12 weeks, the assessment could 
pour a total of nearly $10,000,000 
into the union’s war chest.

The Pathans are a race of small 
farmers, existing by eeaseless 
scrabbling in their stony soil and 
the protection bribes they have 
been able to extort from their 
more peaceful neighbors. They 
are all Moslem, mostly of the 
Sunni sect. Their language is 
called Pushto or Pukhto. 

For hundreds of years, the 
Pathans, grouped in large tribes 
—Afridis, Waziris, WMohmands, 
Yuzufzais, Ghilzais, Durranis, 
Shinwaris, and others—have lived 
in what is now eastern Afghanis- 
tan and in the strip of land di-| 
viding that country from the In-| 
dus plain. 

Their history has been one of 
continual internal and external 
war and only when they were 
threatened by an outside aggres- 
sor have they been able to for- 
get private grudges and unite. 

A little more than 200 years 
ago, a chieftian of the Durrani 
tribe, Ahmed Shah, succeeded in 
uniting the Pushto people and 
established the nation of Afghan- 
istan. He led his people on a 
series of campaigns against their 
overlords of the crumbling Mogul 
empire of India and at his death 
had created a powerful and ex- 
tensive Afghan empire. 

Decline of Empire. 

Unfortunately for Afghanistan, 
succeeding Afghan monarchs 
lacked the vision and the ability 
of Ahmed Shah. Their inept- 
ness permitted their count?y to | 
decline into a backward buffer 
state, unwillingly protecting the 
northwestern flank of Britain’s 
Indian Empire. 

At last, in 1880, the country 
achieved a measure of stability 
under the iron fist of the Amir 
Abdur Rahman. By this time, 
however, British control extended 
throughout the Punjab and en- 
gulfed the Pathan city of Pesh- 
awar. 

Between the territory under 
the British and that held by the 
Afghan Government extended 
the strip of land now known as 
Pathanistan. Here lived the most 
fractious and powerful of the 
Pushto tribes, the Mohmands., 
Afridis, Waziris, Orakzais, and 
Turis, sometimes acknowledging 
a slender allegiance to the 
ghan Amir, but actually com- 
pletely independent. 

Anxious for Afghanistan to 
remain a buffer but not too 
strong a buffer, the British de- 
cided in 1893 to incorporate most 
of the Pathan territory within 
the British sphere as a “prickly 
hedge.”

Afghanistan viewed the birth 
of Pakistan in 1947 not a$ another 
episode in the lapse of Western 
imperialism in Asia, but as a dirty 
British imperialist trick aimed di- 
rectly and solely at Afghanistan. 

Afghan - propaganda began to 
urge creation of an independent 
Pathan state with the name of 
Pushtoonishtan. 


Proposal Disregarded. 


For some reason British policy 
saw fit to disregard this proposal 
and the plebiscite held July 20, 
1947.. gave Pathan voters only the 
choice between union with Pakis- 
tan or India. 


The Afghans Protested bitterly 
in two notes to the British gov- 
ernment but were told that as 
the affair was on the ‘other side 
of a recognized international 
boundary it could not be con- 
sidered a matter of Afghan con- 
cern. 


The plebicite resulted in an 
overwhelming victory for union 
with Pakistan, but Pushtoonistan 
advocates refrained from -voting, 
and the free triba? areas were not 
polled. 


Now the two-year-old cold war 
between Afghanistan and Pakis- 
tan increases daily in virulence 
and heat. 


Already it has indirectly in- 
volved India; it appears to be 
gaining the serious attention of 
Russian policy-makers, and _ it 
seems almost certain to draw in 
other powers as supporters, if 
not allies, of one side or another 
if it becomes a fighting war. 


So far the weapons have been 
only propaganda and diplomacy. 
Propaganda is unceasing and bit- 
ter on both sides. So far, Af- 
ghanistan seems to have employed 
diplomacy a bit more successfully. 

Early this month Afghanistan 
and India signed a _ five-year 
treaty of peace and friendship 
providing stronger diplomatic 
ties and mutual economic assist- 
ance.

nah, father of the Pakistan na- 
tion. 

Jinnah agreed, the Afghans say, 
that the Pathan area would have 
an autonomous government but 
this decision was modified and 
Pakistan in the following months 
took steps to stifle movements 
aimed at an independent Patha- 


nistan. 

Border incidents were numer- 
ous in the early part of 1949, the 
most serious arising when bombs 
were dropped from a Pakistani 


plane, killing at least 23 out of a | 


large group of armed tribesmen |

The Afghan Government ~be-| 
haved with surprising modera-4 
tion.

Basic Controls 

The weakness of the ideological appeal of 
Communism within the Soviet Union and the 
tensions and dissatisfactions generated by 
Soviet realities make it all the more neces- 
sary for the regime to turn for its basic sup- 
_ Ports and controls in non-ideological direc- 
tions. This effort takes three main forms: 

1—The regime leans heavily on the sup- 
port of what one might call the adminis- 
trative and managerial elite—those who 
occupy the key managerial-administrative 
positions—the higher level buregucrats, the 
plant direc , Managers, engineers, and 
technicians, the collective farm chairmen, 
the worker aristocracy of foremen, briga- 
diers, and Stakhanovite workers. The effort 
to consolidate the support of these groups, 
who play key roles in the administrative 
structure, takes two directions: (a) The 
party seeks to incorporate these groups into 
its hierarchical structure of privileges and 
rewards. It treats them as a privileged 
group and pays them well; (b) it seeks to 
draw them into the party itself, and ,to 
identify them actively with the party 
leadership. 

2—A second basic institutional support 
of the regime is, of course, the party 
organization itself, and, more especially, 
the inner core of the party—the “Apparat,” 
as the Russians call it—the party function- 
aries for whom party work is a full-time 
job. The party operates as an instrument 
of indoctrination, of leadership, and of 
control. 

3—The third support of the regime, and 
one which has become more and more im- 
portant, is its repressive element, the secret 
police—the MGB and its supporting mili- 
tary formations in the MVD, whose author-

Farmers 


Let me begin with the peasants, or col- 
lective farmers. I pass over the complaints 
of the former kulaks (well-to-do farmers) 
whose property was expropriated and who 
were consigned to forced labor. Their bitter 
enmity to the regime can be taken for grant- 
ed. More significant are the reactions of 
the collective farmers who were not kulaks. 
What do they say? 

There seems to be general agreement among 
them that the collective farm is a device by 
which the regime exploits the peasants for 
its own interests. They say the party made 
fine promises of how much better life would 
be after collectivization, but that the prom- 
ises were not kept. The collectives, they say, 
are run by outsiders. Party members mo-

Bureaucrats 

Insecurity and fear were 
also the chief grievances of 
the bureaucrats.

‘degree, it was present everywhere. 


One of the younger scientists spoke with 
‘great poignancy about what he called “the 
inner migration” among the young intellec- 
_tuals—the effort to transfer one’s activity 
from more. politically dangerous to less po- 
litically dangerous pursuits. He himself had 
abandoned literary interests for microbiology. 
But, as he ruefully observed, with the Ly- 
-senko controversy, even microbiology became 
politically infected. There was no escape from 
the long arm of totalitarian ideological con- 
trol. The tension generated by enforced 
coniormity, by the supression of the creative 
_ impulse is perhaps the most marked general 
characteristic of the intellectuals as a group.

Labor 
What of the workers? Those interviewed 


complained generally of inadequate pay, food | 
shortages, and bad housing conditions. There. 


were complaints about the number of com- 
pulsory deductions from pay—the obligatory 
state loans, trade union dues, the special sub- 
scription to this organization or that. There 
was resentment expressed against the infla- 
tion of administrative staffs in the factories. 

Complaints were reiterated about the Stak- 
hanovite movement. It was described as a 
form of speed-up, a device for raising norms 
and getting extra work for the same pay. 

Workers, it was said, had no real freedom 
to express their grievances., MGB (secret 
police) informers were everywhere. The 
trade unions, which should have expressed 
the interests of the workers were the crea- 
tures of the party and the factory manage- 
ments. They didn't help the worker to im- 
prove his position. There ‘were complaints 
about discipline and the excessively severe 
penalties for tardiness and absence from 
work. Those interviewed said that they were 
practically chained to théir job. It was al- 
most impossible to shift or transfer.

What of the members of the afmed forces?

The top leadership, to some extent at least, 
becomes a prisoner of the Frankenstecin’s 
monster which it has created—of the 
intelligence which it provides and of the 
atmosphere of fear and suspicion which it 
generates. 

The products are such measures as the 
efforts to seal off the Soviet population from 
all contact with the West, to mute dissatis- 
factions by arousing the most primal instincts 
of obscurantist nationalism, while at the same 
time invoking the apocalyptic vision of the 
inevitable triumph of world Communism to 
rally the doctrinally faithful. These measures 
in turn invite their own response, a harden- 
ing in the attitude of the non-Soviet world 
toward the Soviet Union. The vicious circle 
is completed as the Soviet regime finds in 
such developments both the occasion and the 
justification for putting even greater empha- 
sis on its program of capital expansion and

signals. To think of the Ohio as taking 
the~place of Vandenberg. of on this 
vital committee is little short of appalling. 


Under the seniority system, Vice President 


Barkley pretty much had to appoint Senator 
Bricker to the vacancy occasioned by Senator 
.« Vandenberg’s long illness and resignation. The 
Ohioan had had previous service which gave 
him first claim; to pass him over in favor of 
some more able, better-qualified Republican 
would have: produced a senatorjal storm. 

Yet he should have been passed over and the 
storm risked. As long as Senator Vandenberg 
was on the committee, the citizen could be sure 
that the minority included a Senator who had 
demonstrated repeatedly that he stood above par- 
tisanship in foreign affairs and atomic policies. 

That assurance is now gone. The ranking Re- 
publican Senator now is Millikin of Colorado. 
The other Republicans Senators are Knowland of 
California and Hickenlooper of Iowa. Most if 
not all of these are happy in the headlines, Sen- 
ator Hickenlooper went on a perfect headline 
binge last year. In the end, his charges added 
up to exactly nothing” Senator Knowland’s re- 
cent cruSade for discredited Chiang and military 
aid to the exile of Formosa is a sample of what 
he can do in the spotlight. 

To this excitable group ‘on the committee 
which works out congressional policy on atomic 
energy, the vagaries of seniority-now add John

He is 
one of those most reluctant to see the United 
States fulfill its proper role in world. affairs. 
The narrowness of his view is not going to help 
in the adjustment of British-American relations 
with respect to the A-bomb. 

But that is only a relatively small phase of 
the urgent work which this committee must do. 
‘Already the committee is concerned with the 
dispute over whether the United States is to 
make the hydrogen bomb, which might be per- 
haps 1000 times more powerful than the present 


uranium bomb. Senator McMahon, who is chair- | 


man of the committee, acknowledges this al- 
though he is.careful not to use the term “hydro- 
gen bomb.” ! 

Here is a grave public policy issue. How wise- 
ly it is decided may shape the future of. the 


world, to say nothing of the United States. Pres- | 


ident Truman can speak of his legal authority, 
but he adds nothing to popular understanding 
when he says that the decision on whether the 
bomb is to be made rests on him alone. 

No American wants his country to fall behind 
in the development of protective weapons, ahy 
more than Dr. Harold C. Urey does. But many 
Americans want to be sure that our decisions do 
not unnecessarily spur the .arms race on. Ques- 
tions as difficult and as delicate as these are the 
business of the committee which loses a Van, 
denberg and gets a Bricker.

$25.000 a Year for the Mayor? 

The Board of Freeholders has decided to pre- 
scribe a $25,000 annual salary for the Mayor in 
the new city charter which it is pfeparing for 


' gubmission to the voters. 


Is this a mistake? At least one of the Free- 
holders, John Shepley, believes it is. He is not 
against raising the present $10,000 salary, but 
he feels that a good many people in St. Louis 
will regard a $15,000 increase as over-generous. 
And he fears that, to block this boost, they will 
vote against the charter. This might well hap- 
pen since there will be no opportunity to accept 
some proposals while rejecting others. The 
charter will come up on an all-or-nothing basis. 

It is very easy to make a case for better pay 
for the Mayor. After all, the present amount 
was fixed back in 1914 when it looked much 
larger than it does now, and when mayoring was 


_ considered a part-time job that did not inter- 


fere with other remunerative activities. 

The salary of the Governor of Missouri was 
increased only a relatively short time ago from 
$5000 to $10,000. And only last April the voters 
rejected a charter amendment which would have 
raised the Mayor’s pay to $20,000 a year. Again 
we say that an increase for the Mayor is in or- 
der. But in the effort to provide it, the Free- 
holders must be careful not to jeopardize all 
their work. From that viewpoint, they may 
want to reconsider their $25,000 decision. 
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The Gentle People 


“The Gentle People of Prejudice.” 

That is the arresting title of an article by 
Prof. H. A. Overstreet in The Saturday Review 
of Literature. It is arresting because it seems 
so contradictory. What can gentleness have to 
do with prejudice? 

Would. gentle people slug Mexicans? Would 
they shoot at Nisei farmers? Would they beat 
up a Jew? Would they fire the shack of a 
Negro sharecropper” 

Of course not, and yet all of these crimes are 
committed because of gentle people—Prof. Over- 
street’s gentle people of prejudice. These are 
the otherwise courteous, considerate, diligent, 
self-respecting people who insist that they have 
a right to choose their friends and neighbors— 
and then draw the line agaénst a whole class of 
their fellow citizens. They draw that line not 
because of the character of a given individual, 
but simply because he belongs to a group. 

Here is an assertion on the part of the man 
who draws the line that he himself belongs to a 
superior group. With the back of his mind or 
the front of it, he denies the essential human 
dignity and equality of all individuals. Having 
done that, it is inevitable that there should be 
an effort to justify the judgment. So there are, 
for example, all manner of stereotypes to the 
effect that the Negro is by nature shiftless, 
backward,. undependable. Anti-Semitism has 
given currency to even worse nonsense. 

The gentle citizen may repudiate much of 
this, but he continues to provide the foundation 
for it by his discrimination—even though this 
may never come close toe violent forms. As 
Prof. Overstreet says, “ordinary, kindly people, 
with their seemingly harmless streak of racial 
prejudice, permit the fmmoral principle of con- 
demning people in the mass to take root.”

'~* 13,000,000 Slaves 

Russia has now done everything except 
squarely meet the world’s accusation that it is 
practicing slavery. Gen. MacArthur feels so 
strongly about it that he has called on Wasiing- 
ton to seek an investigation by a neutral nation 
or the International Red Cross into the fate of 
several hundred thousand Japanese prisoners of 
war in Russia. 

The Kremlin’s representatives have _ side- 
stepped the issue by retorting that Britain has 
mistreated colonial peoples, that America and 
England are reviving Fascism in Japan, and that 
the United States only wants a UN investigation 
of the slavery charges in order to get intelli- 
gence agents into remote parts of the U.S.S.R. 
Then the Russians withdrew from a conference 
of the Council of Japan rather than face the 
indictment. 

Discussion of sending Japanese prisoners back 
home would “incite feelings hostile to the Soviet 
Union,” Lt. Gen. Derevyanko objected. Why 
should it, if the Russians are not guilty of the 
charges? Gen. Derevyanko tacitly admitted 
them by that slip. If Russia were not guilty, a 
discussion bringing out all -the facts would in- 
cite only feelings of sympathy for wounded Rus- 
sian innocence. 

The meager facts available indicate that the 
more than 300,000 Japanese still held as slave 
labor in the Soviet Union are a drop in an ex- 
traordinarly filthy bucket. Best estimates are 
that one out of every 10 workers in Russia is a 
slave—10,000,000 to 15,000,000 of them in all. 

They come from Germany, some 2,000,000 of 
them; from Estonia and other Baltic countries; 
from Greece; ffom Japan; many of them are 
Russians themselves, accused of “political in- 
stability.” From the few who have escaped the 
world has learned that they are worked like 
beasts seven days a week, with 12 days off a 
year; fed little better than slop, and not much of 
that, if they reach their production quotas— 
nothing if they don’t. 

The Communists are trying to make Commu- 
nists out of their slaves, as at the “University 
for Marxism” at Concentration Camp 27-III, near 
Moscow.. Only those who accept Communism, 
or who become physically unable to work any 
longer,, stand much chance of going home. 

No wonder Lt. Gen. Derevyanko says the sub- 
ject is not discussable. It is more than that. ‘It 
is unmentionable.’ Slavery in the U.S.S.R. to- 
day, like slavery in Nazi Germany yesterday, 
puts a question mark against Twentieth Century 
man’s claim of superiority to the lower animals. 
But discussed it surely will be, in these times as 
well as in history. Dachau and Buchenwald. at- 
test to the fact. There are new stenches that 
cannot be bottled up. Not even in bottles of 
iron.

Statehood Slogan for Hawaii 

Hawaii is getting ready to hold a constitu- 
tional conventions The document it plans to 
draw up would be its state constitution ‘when 
and if Congress votes statehood. Should this 
sound like anticipating things a bit, let it be 
said that the citizens of Hawaii have good cause 
to be doing some pushing. In 1949, the territory 
of Hawaii paid $90,824,693.66 in taxes into the 
Federal Treasury in Washington. That was 
more than Utah, Arizona or Idaho paid. It was 
more than Montana, Nevada or New Hampshire 
paid. It was more than New Mexico, Vermont, 
Wyoming or either of the Dakotas paid. The 
people of Hawaii could raise an historic cry if 
they felt like it. They could remind Congress 
of what the colonists called “taxation without 
representation.” ’

Honesty Is the Trouble 

Rarely is any public official subjected to the 
kind of pressure and pounding now being turned 
on Melvip' J. Richard, young city councilman of 
Miami Beach. The trouble with Richard is that 
he is honest. 

Richard told Theodore @. Link of the Post- 
Dispatch that he had rejected a $200,000 bribe 
offer from gamblers. He worked vigorously to 
prevent a criminal dominion ‘ his sunny city. 
For this, Richard is the target of a recall move- 
ment, of denunciation by local politicians and 
of attacks ina new tabloid, the Morning Mail. 

When the Post-Dispatch reported the sordid 
story of gambling and graft on the Florida 
shores, Richard became a somewhat solitary ob- 
ject of abuse. Mayor Harold Turk spoke of be- 
smirching the fair name of Miami Beach. Ap- 
parently the city’s reputation depended less on 
prosecution of crime than on silence about it. 

The new tabloid, published by a man who 
served a prison term for armed robbery, then 
turned on Richard, with just a passing notice 
that it was against racketeers and hoodlums too. 
The tabloid dubbed him “Richard the Chicken- 
Hearted” because he had not nhamed the man 
who tried to bribe him. 

Richard, however, did not have to name names. 
His former campaign manager, Harry Plissner, 
admitted that he extended the bribe offer in 
behalf of punchboard racketeers. But the tabloid 
was no less displeased. As, for Plissner, he 
threatened to have Richard recalled because 
the councilman would net deny the bribe at- 
tempt which Plissner had just admitted. 

Sometimes it’s tough to be honest. But the 
Dade county grand jury has been brought to 
investigate. And if Miami Beach ever clears its 
reputation as a palm-lined crime capital, it can 
be thankful for one thing. Melvin Richard was 
tough enough to be honest.

In Defense of Modern Women 


Worth Tuttle Hedden, Author of “The Autobiography of 
an Ex-Feminist,”’ in The American Scholar. 


Most critical observers of women can't 
be trusted for accuracy, because they 
haven't a; scientific approach to their ma- 
terial. They insist on viewing women as a 
collective unit, and comment on.Her as on 
a new and unsatisfactory work by Nature. 


Most critics of women are astigmatic, as 
well as unscientific. They can’t see dis- 
tinctly, even if they look closely as their 
generalized Woman. When they’re not 
scowling at women for failing to use their 
higher education and their ballot collec- 
tively and wisely for righting the world’s 
wrongs, they’re blinking at their silliness 
and frivolity. 


These critics see people in skirts shop- 
ping, going to matinees, bridge parties and 
club meetings while people in pants work, 
and rush to a typewriter to “deplore 
women’s waste of time. If American 
women dressed according to occupation 
and status, there would be less false testi- 
mony. Thén the mass would be broken 
up into groups indicated by garb. 


At would help in distinguishing the child- 
less, man-supported woman h ing 
hither and yon in search of amusement; 
the busy mother taking time out from a 
lonely job to shop for a husband-at-work 
and children-in-school, or for the recrea- 
tion and association with her comperes she 
can’t have in the evenings or during week- 
ends; the professional woman on vacation 
seeing a show; the business woman using 
her lunch hour to shop. 


To the professional Woman-Critics, a 
home is a house equipped with time- and

this case, to give the housewife leisure to 
do consistent work for the betterment of 


her community, or to turn a talent or a 
skill to profitable account. ° 


Housework can be organized and some- 
times, if all the gadgets function, all the 
children are in school, the husband isn’t 
ill or on vacation, and no guests arrive, it 
stays organized for days on end. But if a 
mother, in the span between her eldest’s 
birth and her youngest’s taking off, can, 
as one Woman-Critic said she must, “care 
for each child physically and see that he is 
mentally and emotionally satisfied’ and 
still be her husband’s “equal partner,” 
(Pearl Buck: “The American Argument”) 
and good companion, she gets top rating 
from me in efficiency if she finds time to 
go to the dentist. (That there’s leisure I 
don’t deny—the joker is in not knowing 
when to expect it or how long.it will last.) 


There’s nothing “wrong” with women. 
The trouble is with the Woman-Critic, who 
expects some humans to be superhuman— 
expects mothers to do two long-term jobs 
as well as some other human beings do 
one, and expects unmarried “career” 
women to work at top efficiency while 
they curtail or deny the full expression 
of a primary instinct which other human 
beings express as a matter of course.

A Lusty Novel 
of Disenchantment

Y an ironic coincidence 

George Orwell's latest novel 

to reach America was pub- 
lished here on January 19, 
two days before his death in 
England. It is not, however 
his most recently published 
novel. “Coming Up For Air” 
was written in the days of the 
Munich peace so it’s prophetic 
visions of the immediate fu- 


ture can hardly be attributed. 
to hindsight nor can Orwell be 


credited with «xtra-sensory per- 
ception since the imminence of 
World War II was fairly ap- 
parent to everybody with the 
possible exception of Mr.

But while Orwell was no clair- 
voyant he had a clear grasp 
of our time, its trends, weak- 
nesses and dangers.

As. it happens “Coming Up 
for Air’ is more concerned 
with the past than the future. 
George Bowling, it’s hero looks 
at the world from his lower 
middle class villa in Ellsmere 
Road and finds it an offense 
to the eyes, ears and nostrils. 
By his own admission Bowling 
is not oversensitive and he is 
convinced, furthermore, than 
his life as a seven-pound-a- 
week insurance salesman is 
virtually a complete statistical 
fulfillment of his possibilities. 
It is not personal defeat there- 
fore that provokes his disen- 
chantment, but a feeling that 
life has become emptied of 
those small satisfactions that 
could be taken for granted in 
his childhood.

eisn’t there, of course; it’s never 


there. Everybody who's ever 
tried it knows that the emo- 
tions of childhood and ado- 
lescence can never be recap- 
tured by going back to the 
landmarks. In George’s case, 
however, the transformation of 
Lower Binford, symbolizes the 
blight that has fallen on hu- 
manity. The long rows of 
jerry-built villas, the false air 
of suburban prosperity, the 
disappearance of the scummy 
pond where he and his pals 


used to fish, are all evidences 
of a transition into a new age 
of streamlined men ani empty, 
insecure pleasures. 

This conclusion is hardly 
logical: it doesn’t follow from

as a psychological por- 
trait of a frightened man. In 
this respect it is wholly con- 
vincing for George Bowling jis 
extraordinarily articulate and 
lays himself bare in aspite of 
imagistic ruminations and lusty, 
Rabelaisian humor. Anybody 
who met George at a pub or 
the dog races would spot him 
immediately as a character and 
would treasure him accordingly. 
The reader has the same in- 
clination. He follows George 
into the past with avidity and 
is rewarded by many a richly 
flavored anecdote of village 
life and. suburban’s squalor. 
George’s rough-hewn philoso- 
phizing on the restrictions of 
middle-age are also pithy and 
illuminating if not precisely 
original. 

“As a rule I don’t care about 
my age,” he says. “Why 
should I? I’m fat, but I’m 
strong and healthy. I can do 
everything I want to do. A 
rose smells as sweet to me as 
it did when I was twenty. Ah, 
but do I smell the same to the 
rose?” 

In a sense “Coming Up for 
Air” is a preliminary study for 
“Nineteen LEighty-Four.” In 
the world Orwell could see 
were the embryos of the new 
order; the half-formed creatures 
who needed but the proper con- 
ditions of anarchy, callousness 
and fear to remake the world 
into an asylum for automatons.

IT'S AN OLD WILD WEST CUSTOM, 
by Duncan Emrich. (The Vanguard 


Press, 313 pgs. $3.) 


HE difficulty of defining a 
T vast region—such as Amer- 

ica's “Wild West”—and de- 
scribing the folkways within its 
boundaries here becomes amply 
apparent. In this seventh vol- 
ume of “The American Cus~ 
toms Series” Dr. Emrich de- 
fines his area as “between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Sierra 
Nevada, from t Canadian 
border to Mexico,” and the 
states that comprise it as Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Montana 
and Wyoming. 

Thus he eliminates North and 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Oregon, states usu- 
ally considered parts of the 
“Wild West,” and all of them 
(particularly the Dakotas, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Texas) as 
wild and as Western as any 
within the author’s range. Of 
a West thus narrowed Dr. Em- 
rich writes breezily, with 
understanding and tolerance. 
His good humor dilutes none of 
his solid facts. 


Out of Eastern American 
Westerners wrought a language 
of their own, expressive, force- 
ful and unique; and they put 
names upon all the Western 
land. In their clamorous, boom 
mining camps they gregariously 
practiced gustatory arts, gam- 
bling and sex with an extraor- 
dinary aplomb. 


, With defiant elan they trailed 

out after Injuns, or joined 
posses after bad men; they 
served justice with a six-gun 
or rope necktie. They rode 
herd on cantankerous long- 
horns and raised hell in the 
rakish cowtowns. They helped 
sky pilots get God started out 
there — sometimes in saloons 
and other unexpected places. 


song, ribald and raw, senti- 

mental and teary; they spun 
some of the dad-burnedest tall 
tales; committed some of the 
biggest, screwiest practical 
jokes and hoaxes. And they 
settled and worked, too. They 
worked hard. They made an 
independent race and culture; 
and adequately defining both 
is an immense job that this vol- 
ume only begins, as the author 
admits. 


Let no one seek a definite 
pattern for Wild Western man 
in these pages, or elsewhere; 
because there never was a land 
so plumb full of individuals 
hell-bent on playing it their 
own way as the Wild West. 
Nevertheless (and to point out 
an error that is achieving alarm- 
ingly wide credence) the West 
wasn’t called “wild” because of 
the unfettered, howling .behav- 
ior of its denizens; but because, 
for nearly two and a half cen- 
turies after the first European 
settlements in America, the 
West, 
an unexplored wilderness. 

If one might venture a few 
critical words about so good- 
natured a volume, it might be 
said that too heavy an emphasis 
is upon the ways of Nevada (the 
author’s home state), and upon 
the middle decades, with conse- 
quent slighting of the other 
states and periods.

Te English Romantic poets 
held that imagination and 
insight were the same thing, 
and in this belief they stood 
apart from other poets and 
especially from the poets of the 
eighteenth century. Their be- 
lief in imagination rose out of 
belief in themselves—in the im- 
portance of the individual man. 

Through imagination, the Ro- 
mantics attempted to approach 
the hidden mysteries which lay 
behind the visible world. As 
Professor Bowra says, “They 
wished to penetrate to an abid- 
ing reality, to explore its mys- 
teries, and by this to under- 
stand more clearly what life 
means and what it is worth.”

Judge 
Frank, who sits on the Federal 
Court of Appeals at New York, 
is one of three members of 
the bench which approved the 
Attorney General’s§ arbitrary 
ruling and passed it up to the 
highest tribunal in Washington. 

Prof. Konefsky, who teaches 
government at Brooklyn Col- 
lege; has gone through Justice 
Frankfurter’s scores of opinions 
since the former Harvard law 
teacher ascended. to the seat 
of Justice Cardozo in 1939. 
From these he has chosen some 
40-odd as representative of 
the Frankfurterian ‘“constitu- 
tional world.” 

The opinions quoted make 
abundantly clear the position 
of Justice Frankfurter that 
judges should restrain them- 
selves when questions of policy 
seem to come before the bench. 
The first three chapters, in 
which nearly half the cases are 
grouped, present the ideas that 
judicial power has definite lim- 
itations, that government and 
ecohomic interests are not for 
the courts to decide, and that 
the federal principle is scrupu- 
leusly to be observed by the 
Supreme Court no less than by 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the national gov- 
ernment. 

While Prof. Konefsky is to 
be credited with a superior 
performance in his compression 
of the opinions and in pro- 
ducing clear, concise introduc- 
tory statements, it is puzzling 
to find him omitting the 
majority opinion in Miners- 
ville vs. Gobitis, the first flag 
salute case. Justice Frankfur- 
ter’s dissent in West Virginia 
vs. Barnette, the case which 
overruled Gobitis 
years later, is included, and the 
editor perhaps preferred it as 
the later and the more eloquent 
word. (It begins: “One who be- 
longs to the most vilified and 
persecuted minority in history 
is not likely to be insensible 
to the freedom guaranteed by 
our Constitution.) Still Justice 
Frankfurter gave the Supreme 
Court its short-lived flag sa- 
lute decision; it is not unreason- 
able to think it might be re- 
read here.

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They felt superior to mere 
scientists like Locke and New- 
tom who “explain what the sen- 
sible world is, but not what it 
is worth.” Their search for 
ultimate and enduring values 
led to the production of some 
of the most beautiful poetry in 
the language and left a body 
of opinion that constantly chal- 
lenges our complacent, material 
points of view. 

In separate essays, Professor 
Bowra examines Blake's “Songs 
of Innocence and Experience,” 
Coleridge’s “Ancient Mariner,” 
Wordsworth’s “Ode on Intima- 
tions of Immortality,” Shelley's 
“Prometheus Unbound,” Keat’s 
“Ode on a Grecian Urn,” By-

New Jersey Shortage. ) 

Let’s look at some of the recent 
evidence of how the waterline is 
tightening. Besides New York, | 
where the shortage is so critical 
people are asked to observe bath- 
less and shayéless days, northern 
New Jersey has the worst water 
crisis in its history. Direct causes 
of these shortages are lack of 
rainfall, combined with increased 
population and soaring industrial 
use of water. 

Serious shortages of another 
kind exist in.the San Joaquin val- 
ley of central California, the Salt 
River valley around Phoenix, 
Ariz., and the high plains region 
of Texas. In these regions, where 
normal rainfall is so slight that 
irrigation is required for crops, 
the shortage is from too great 
drain on underground supplies. 
In most cases the remedy involves 
costly construction and results 
cannot be obtained for several 
years. 7 

Paulsen reports many other 
shortages. In the country which 
are not generally known. 

Trouble in Northern Illinois. 

“Among them are some cities 
in the Chicago region within: the 
circle defined by Aurora, Elgin 
and Joliet, Ill., he said. 
they are next door to Lake Michi- 
gan, they have found it cheaper 
to get their water from wells, and 
now, with increased populations, 
the wells aré not adequate. 

“Huuston, Galveston and other 
cities on the west side of the Gulf 
of Mexico also depend on ground 
water and there a mushrooming 
industry has made such heavy 
demands on it the supplies are no 
longer big enough. 

“Long Beach, Calif., and Miami, 
Fla., have had to enlarge their 
wells to keep up with city de- 
mands and have been troubled 
with salt water seepage. There 
are others.” 

Water experts say four-fifths of 
public water supplies come from 
streams and lakes. The other 
fifth comes from ground water, 
which fell as moisture, trickled 
through the ground and, in some 
cases collected in water holding 
rocks. Industry makes vast drafts 
on ground water, partly because 
it is colder than surface water 
and better for cooling purposes. 

Not Running Out. 

Water experts generally say 
the shortages do not mean we are 
running out of water. 

“There is plenty of water for 
everybody,” says Paulsen. “The 
trouble is that it is not evenly 
distributed and in some places 
too heavy a drain has been made 
on supplies. 

“Every community needs to get | 
the facts about its, water and then 
make’ long range plans. Any | 
growing community which fails to | 
do those things today is in danger | 
of running short.” 

The failure of ground water 
tables was demonstrated at fan- 
tastic cost in the dust storms of 
tHe 1930s, but the educational 
value was lost because there was 
little agreement on their cause. i eo , .

PERLE MESTA, the Washington’ society hostess who 
M has been United States minister here in Luxembourg since 
last September, is simple and natural and completely

Each of them gut three presents including one useful 
article, a toy and a candy Santa Claus.

@ HER ORTHODOX DINNER’ PARTIES are not nearly so 
swank ag the parties she used to give for 50 guests at a time 
in Washington. She generally has about 25 guests and they are 
not quite so glamorous as the big-wigs she gathered around 
her table in Washington, though they may be equally intel- 
ligent. The food is modest and the wine is mediocre for the 
obvious reason that Mrs. Mesta herself doesn’t drink.

@ MUCH OBVIOUS PAIN was caused by an extremely snide 
article in the Saturday Evening Post by Martha Gellhorn of 
St. Louis, ex-wife of Ernest Hemingway. Much greater pain 
was caused by the piece in Time Magazine, which stated rightly 
or wrongly, that she was a native of Sturgis, Mich., while she 
elaimed to have grown up among gentle surroundings in Okla- 
homa; that her real name was “Pearl” instead of Perle; and that 
She had quarreled about money with her father who, it stated, 
drank plenty, didn’t like to wear shoes and had a “confidential 
secretary” for 31 years. 

@ TWO QUESTIONS arise In connection with her career: 

1. Has the United States Government or the President 
any business in sending an inexperienced political favorite to 
a diplomatic post abroad? 

Answer (in our opinion); Only when the person has obvi- 
ous special qualifications for dealing with an extraordinary 
situation. But Mrs. Mesta is certainly not the worst example 
of a political appointee by a long shot. 
dozen men who were or are not a tenth as satisfactory. 

2. Did the United States have to appoint a resident min- 
ister to Luxembourg, a country of 99 square miles and 300,000 
inhabitants? 

Most of the important work involving Luxembourg, includ- 
ing military, ECA and labor affairs, is done by American 
officials in Brussels. Junior foreign service officials have 
proved effective in handling on-the-spot business in the past. 

Answer: Italy, France, Belgium, Britain and The ‘Nether- 
lands have thought it necessary to have full-time ministers 
here. If they can afford to do so, so can we. Luxembourg is 
in the North Atlantic Pact and the Marshall plan and deserves 
more serious treatment than it received before thé war. 

The most_serious criticism of Mrs. Mesta personally is that 
she is “imperious” and interferes with the work of the trained 


professionals who have worked for the legation since before . 


she came here. Since those same professionals obviously don't 
criticize their superiors, this charge cannot be properly inves- 
tigated : 


_ Aside from the general charge that it is foolish to send a 
non-professional to fill a diplomatic post, Mrs. Mesta probably 
stands up pretty well to most of the criticism of her. Anyone 
who wants to start cleaning house in the American diplomatic 
service can find bigger and better game than Perle Mesta.

KOSCIUSKO, Miss., Jan. 28. 

HE Harrises were a hard- 
T working. self-respecting fam- 

ily, and while their. share- 
cropper’s shanty was no better 
than any of the others in central 
Mississippi, it was clean and, 
more important, it had an elec- 
tric light. They were proud of 
that light because they were the 
only Negroes for miles around 
who: had one. 


But when the sheriff and his 
men walked into the shanty in 
the cold, gray dawn of Jan. 9, 
and turned on the single bulb 
which hung from the ceiling, the 
dim light revealed a tragic sight. 


Sprawled near the front door 
was 10-year-old Frankie, He was 


wearing the long woolen under- 
wear in which he had been sleep- 


ing. Clutched in his hand was 


an aviator-style cap which, kid- 
like, he had treasured, and which 


he had snatched as he tried to 
run out the door. 


On one of the two double beds

T a place called Newport, 15 
miles from here and some 
75 miles north of Jackson, is 
a single store which leans to the 


left and seems held together by 


the soft drink and chewing tobac- 
co signs which cover its walls. 
There are a couple of houses, 
and a _ crossroads. The red 
clay roads lead deep. into the 
woods where, among other fami- 
lies forgotten by the world, live 
the Turners. 

The Turner home, built of cast- 
off lumber, pieces of tin and other 
odds and ends, isn’t as good as 
some of the Negro shanties in that 
part of the country. Today it is 
inhabited by Mrs. Elvira Turner, 
the 90-year-old matriarch of the 
tribe, who is better known through 
the countryside as “Miss Hell- 
fire”; her son, Howard, now in 
his sixties; five of Howard's eight 
mulatto children, and, from time 
to time, Howard's oldest son, Leon. 

Miz Elvira was a Rutherford, 
and there was a time when the 
Rutherfords and the Turners were 
well-to-do families, and proud. 
Old-timers in that country tell of 
how Newport was once a pros- 
perous little village, the center of 
a community inhabited by people 
like the Rutherfords and the 
Turners who owned large planta- 
tions, lived in big houses and 
drove fine horses. But that was 
a long time ago. 

In her youth, they say, Miz EI- 
vira taught school and was an 
accomplished musician. But what 
happened to the family is some- 
thing that happens not infrequent-

a baby his mother took sick. In 
time the family realized she had 
“the consumpfion.” In fear and 
dread they moved her to a corn 
crib in the backyard and there 
she stayed, her meals passed to 
her under the door, until she 
died. 


When Leon was still a small 
boy, old Howard, his father, 
brought a Negro womar to the 
house. There she remained through 
the years, ostensibly to look after 
Miz Elvira. But as the years 
passed, eight children were born 
to her, all of them mulattoes. 


As is the custom in the south 
undér such circumstances, the 
children go by the name of Levy, 
their mother’s hame. I talked to 
old Howard in the jail here in 
Kosciusko, the county seat. 


“They say they're mine,” he 
said. Then, staring out the jail- 
house window, he added, “I reck- 
on they must be.”

T HE family had lived in the 


Thus Leon grew up, an outcast 
by blacks and whites alike. He 
never went to school a day in 
his life, but he roamed the woods 


whose teeth have long since de- 
parted, and who dresses in rags 
piled on rags all hanging in a 
shapeless mass from her bony 
shoulders, set out to plead her 
grandson's case. 


She walked the 75 miles to 
Jackson, sleeping by the road- 
side. She bullied her way in 
to see the Governor, and whether 
it was the urgency of her plea 
or the shock of her startling ap- 
pearance, no one knows, but the 
Governor granted Leon a parole. 


After that Leon was home part 
of the time but gone most of the 
time, his father relates. When the 
Whitt brothers came back recently 
everyone figured there would be 
trouble. Leon was trouble 
enough, and the same was true 
of the Whitts, Wendell and Mal- 
colm. But the combination was 
explosive. 
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ENDELL and Malcolm had 
been born in those parts, but 

had spent most of their lives 

in Alabama, coming back from 
time to time. When they came 
back this time and people saw 
them with Leon, they walked far 
out of their way to avoid the un- 
holy three. : 
A popular pastime with men 
of Turner’s caste is terrorizing 
Negro families. This consists of 
kicking open the door of a Negro 
shanty in the dead of night, rous- 
ing the family out of bed at gun 
point, and ordering them around 
under threats of death. Leon and 
the Whitts went in for this in a 
big way. They wotld barge into 
a shanty, flourish their guns, or- 
der the wife to cook for them, 
demolish a few pieces of furni- 
ture and, when their stomachs 
were full and the fun began to

pall, depart with ga warning to 
the family to keep their mouths 
shut under pain of death. It was 
great sport. 


On the night of Dec. 22 last, 
the trio kicked in the door of a 
cabin, terrorized the family and 
searched the place for money. But 
the Negro mother, having heard 
them coming, had sent one of 
the youngsters scampering across 
the field with the family “church 
money,” the only money they 
had, and which they were saving 
for a church donation. 


The three then went on to the 
cabin of Thomas Harris, who lived 
there with his wife and five chil- 
dren, all of whom were step- 
children except Mary, who was 4 
years old, and an infant, They 
forced their way in and started 
searching for money, 


While they were at it, the occu- 
pants of the first cabin had sent 
a couple of youngsters for the 
law. Two deputies arrived while 
Turner and the Whitts were still 
in the Harris cabin, and arrested 
them. They were charged with 
armed burglary and attempted 
rape, and lodged in the Attala 
county jail here. 


The cotnty jail is so old that 
it confines its prisoners mostly 
by the power of suggestion. 
Bricks actually are falling out 
of its walls. Turner and the 
Whitts had.only to get their 
hands on a beer can opener. They 
dug their way right through the 
outside wall of the jail and 
crawled out.

and hills around Newport to hide 
out. They had escaped on the 
night of Dec. 30, and for the next 
eight days nothing was heard of 
them. Old Howard denied they 
had been around his place, but it 
was learned later they had used 
his house as a sort of base, spend- 
ing most of their time in the hills 
and in close proximity to a moon- 
shine still. They stayed drunk 
most of the time, and in their 
drunkenness their rage against 
Harris and his family grew. They 
were convinced that Harris or 
some member of his family had 
gotten word to the sheriff they 
were there that night, and they 
were determined to get even. 


On the night of Jan. 8, Turner 
proposed to his companions: 
“Let’s go clean ’em out.” 
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HOMAS HARRIS lay in the 
T hospital here at Kosciusko, 

paralyzed from the chest 
down, and told what happened. 


“We'd been listening to a rec- 
ord program on a Nashville sta- 
tion,” the 27-year-old Negro re- 
lated slowly. “It’s a program all 
the colored people like. It ended 
at 10:30, and we'd all gone to bed. 


“It was about 11:30 I heard ’em 
knock on the door that-away, the 
way they always knock. Before I 
could get out of bed and to the 
door, I heard glass falling out. 
They'd kicked in.the front win- 
dow by the door. The next thing 
I knowed they was walking around 
in the house. I don’t know how 
the light got on. I guess they 
turned it on. I come in the front 
room and my wife was up with 
the baby in her arms. The rest 
of the children was just running 
around, scared. 


“My wife and the baby got out 
somehow and run across the field 
to a neighbor’s cabin, The chil- 
dren tried to get out the back 
door, but one of the men was 
guarding it with a shotgun. An- 
other one was guarding the other 
door. Leon Turner was in the 
house with a pistol. 


“When I tried to get out the 
door the man said he’d shoot me 
marched us all out 
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law on him. When I denied it, he 
said I was lying and he was going 
to kill me. He marched me in 
the back room and shot me in the 
back. I fell. 


“I couldn't move. I was laying 
there, and he went on back in 
the other room and—went on 
shooting the children. They was 
just a-hollerin’ and a-cryin’, but 
it didn’t do no good. I heard the 
shots, and then they didn’t cry 
any more. Except my little baby, 
who's 4 years old. 


“After the men left she kept 
callin’ me. I'd answer, but | 
couldn’t move. She'd tell me 
she wanted a drink of water. I 


told her to go and get it; I couldn't. 


She couldn’t either. She called 
and called, until she died.” 


Feeling ran high in the country- 
side when news of the killing 
spread. A posse was formed, pnd 
bloodhounds were brought from 
the state prison farm at Parch- 
man. It was the bloodhounds 
which, several days later, led the 
posse to a potato shed in the 
woods not far from Howard's 
house, where Turner and Wendell 
Whitt were hiding—tired, hungry 
and very badly hung over. The 
other Whitt had given himself 
up previdusly when, trying to 
make a getaway in a truck, he 
drove right into the middle of the 


posse.

HETHER she is perched on

Twenty years ago when the 
Simpsons first met, the fabric 
story was a different one. Then 
Wesley, who was selling piece 
goods, invented excuses to call 
on the company where Adele had 
started work as a designer—and 
in what he terms a “whirlwind” 
courtship convinced her she 
should be Mrs. Simpson. 


Even before she met her hus- 
band, Mrs. Simpson believed in 
the theory that the fabric makes 
the fashion, and that silhouettes 
should be followed in accordance 
with the, material that is being 
used. She selects her fabrics, 
then starts to drape it to see how 
it is best handled. As she works 
with the material she thinks about 
the occasion for which it will be 
worn rather than about the type 
of store or customer to whom it 
will appeal. 


This emphasis upon the use of 
a costume has been the basis of 
Mrs. Simpson’s successful design- 
ing. She was the first to launch 
the basic dress which was an all- 
occasion type of theme and 
brought costume jewelry into 
prominence. The “Bramley” 
dresses were hers, too, and she 
made more than 5000 of them. As 
times have changed and women’s 
needs have varied, Mrs. Simpson 
has gone along with the trend, 
each season presenting new ideas 
that are tuned to wardrobe re- 
aaa and a woman’s sched- 
ule. 

Typical of this policy of “feel- 
ing the pulse” of the public and 
creating clothes accordingly is 
Mrs. Simpson’s belief in the silk 
suit. She has many different ver-

body of taffeta have flared jackets 
and stem-like skirts. Easter pa- 
rade suits of taffeta and light- 
weight woolens also are repre- 
sentative. 

Inspiration for this particular 
collection was gained from a sum- 
mer vacation with her family in 
Europe when time was spent in 
French villages and along the 
Mediterranean, but Mrs. Simpson 
says that she gets most of her in- 
spiration in New York. “If a 
designer can’t get ideas from 
Manhattan’s museums, its theaters, 
its music and its fabric sources, 
she can’t get it anywhere,” she 
contends. 

Born in New York City and a 


graduate of Pratt Institute, she | 


has spent most of her designing 
career with the present company 
now bearing her name but for- 
merly known as “Mary Lee.” As 
a girl her three sisters were her 
dressmaking guineas. While she 
has won two national awards for 
her designing ability—the Fifth 
Annual American Critics Award 
and the Neiman Marcus Dis- 
tinguished Service in the Field of 
Fashion—her greatest thrill un- 
doubtedly was in seeing the name 
“Adele Simpson, Inc.,” placed on 
the door of the company for 
which she had designed and 
worked so many years. Until this 
month, the original name of Mary 
Lee had been retained although 
Adele Simpson labels went into 
every dress and suit, the name- 
sake of the company had long 
been dead, and Mrs. Simpson had 
become the president and princi- 
pal owner.

Guide to Glamour

Once when he was buying 
a lot of property in New York 
near the great shopping section 
dominated by Macy’s and Gim- 
bels, he was temporarily stymied 
by the fact that the city had a 
firehouse on a little piece of land 
in the middle of his holdings. He 
promptly conceived and sold the 
city on the idea of building them 
a new $375,000 firehouse just two 
blocks away.

When Mr. 9nd Mrs. Echols 
were told that the conventional 
type house they were renting 
was sold and that they would 
have to move, they began looking 
for the mOodefm type of house 
they had always dreamed of own- 
ing.

many features that they desired. 
So, they decided to build. But 
when they found what construc- 
tion costs were for the kind of 
house they wanted, they realized 
they would have to make many 
compromises.

But It All Turned Out Fine for 
Leonard S. Echols Jr. and Wife— 


Disregarded Conventional or Set 


ldeas—Carport Placed in Center 
By Josephine Walter 


reading this article may be in- 
spired: to go afd do likewise, I 
have asked Mr. Echols for con- 
struction details that might prove 
helpful. After being told by him 
that he had never so much as 
built a playhouse before deciding 
to tackle the building of his own 
house, I asked him how he knew 
how to go about it. He says he 
read some books, asked some 
questions of people who knew, 
and did the rest by trial and error. 
The latter method was not alWays 
completely successful,- he cheer- 
fully admits, a case in point being 
the furnace which he built him- 
self. It works now but he thinks 
he might have saved himself a lot 
of agony by buying one. 


The shell of the house took Mr. 
Echols about eight months to 
build, on weékends, at night and 
during a vacation period. Then 
they moved in and both he and 
Mrs. Echéls worked on finishing 
the interior which took about a 
year. The house and carport to- 
taled about 2800 square feet, be- 
ing built on a concrete slab With 
a brick skirting. The exterior 
walls are of clapboard, wood be- 
ing chosen in spite of sapply 
problems at the time the house 
was being built, because of ease 
and flexibility of construction by 
one or two men. Aluminum foil 


insulation was used in all outer 
walls and on the roof. The roof, 
which is flat, has a sprinkler sys- 
tem to permit a water film in 
summer for cooling purposes. 


The orientation of the house. 


was carefully worked out to per- 
mit maximum use of solar heat. 
A north lot was chosén so that 
all the main rooms could facé 
south, away from the street, so 
that large expanses of window 
area could still insure privacy. 
These windows were made six 
feet six inches high with a four- 
foot projecting eave so that they 
catch the winter sun and are 
shaded in summer. This has 
proved so successful that on 
sunny days, even when very cold, 
the urnace heat isn’t needed. 


x* * * 


R. ECHOLS is extremely 

proud of these large win- 

dows which he engineered 
and made himself.. He dé- 
cided on fixed double windows 
to reduce cost and increase insu- 
lation from cold but large win- 
dows -of thermopane or other 
plate glass would have been too 
costly. So he worked out a 
method of mounting two lay- 
ers of ordinary triple-strength 
giass with a three-quarter air 
space between, in aluminum

channels, the outer pane serv- 
ing as a permanént storm sash 
which may be @removed if de- 
sired. The fixed windows are 
practical for they are used in 
conjunction with a ventilating fan 
in summer, with small air entries 


* in each room. Radiant heating 


by hot air circulating under the 
concrete floor was chosen for ef- 
ficiency and because it overcame 
the problem of children playing 
on the ffoor. 


Lest the reader gét the impres- 
sion that Mrs. Echols had no hand 
in the creating of this home, a 
few words should be said about 
the interior.” No slavish follower 
of the strictly modern, she has 
combined the: new with the old in 
a charming informal fashion, The 
stark red briek of the fireplace 
wall has been softened by built- 
in shelves at either side holding 
books and a collection of person- 
ally prized ornaments. Before 
the large expanse of window 
stands a huge galvanized iron box 
made by Mr. Echols to hold Mrs. 
Echols’s collection of grapefruit, 
avacado, and lemon trees. And 
the handsome modern lamp which 


stands in front of the window was. 


made by Mr. Echols from scraps 
of corrugated aluminum left over 
from the kitchen ceiling, in an 
hour and a half one day when 
Mrs. Nichols was expecting out- 
of-town.company. . 


The simple, modern furniture 
in the living room somehow seems 
perfectly at home with the old 
mahogany pieces which are used 
in the. dining ell off the living 
room. This furniture was all 
made by hand by Mrs. Echols’s 
grandfather. She couldn't bear to 
part with it, and moreover, feels 
that it keeps the house from 
having that “rootless” feeling that 
so many modern houses are likely 
to have. 

Both the kitchen and the bath 


| 


have been treated with natural 
wood to get away from the harsh, 
clinical feel usually associated 
with these rooms. The wall oppo- 
site the sink and stove in the 
kitchen is wood paneled with 
open shelvés for cannistérs, cookie 
jars and such and the dinette end 
is completely wood paneled. In 
the bath, the wood-paneled walls 
are enlivened by the bright red 
plastic leather which is tufted on 
the wall back of the tub. Twin 
washstands are a practical touch 
in a one-bath house with four 


small children.

HE bedrooms are simply done 
with original touches by Mrs. 
Echols. The master bedroom, 
with walls of deep plum, have at- 
tractive draperies of plain bagging 
material painted by Mrs. Echols 
with charming ballet figures. The 
children’s! room, a room of large 
proportions, is done like a dormi- 
tory with four matching wood 
army beds painted deep bright 
blue, but with each quilted spread 
being different. A long, low 
closet, running the length of one 
wall, is just child height, and is 
built shallow and with sliding 
doors, as are all the closets in the 
house, for convenience and ease 
of using. Here walls of soft blue 
and furniture of the same deep 
blue as the beds are delightfully 
accented by curtains of white 
muslin, again painted by Mrs. 
Echols with a variety of animals. 


There is a fresh and engaging 
quality about this house that's 
hard to put into words. Maybe it’s 
the pioneering spirit of this young 
couple, and their sense of pride 
in what they have accomplished. 
Somehow you feel that though 
they've worked hard to achieve a 
home, they’ve had fun all along 
the way.

Capacity of these dams are de- onda 
signed for accumulation of silt. 

Col, Paul D. Berrigan, district 
engineer at Kansas City, replied 
that it was hoped the “economic 
life” of the dams and reservoirs 
would be lengthened as a result 
of soil conservation. The eco- 
nomics, he said, were based on 
getting back the cost of the proj- 
ects through benefits in 50 years. 

“Then anything done in the 
way of soil conservation will pro- 
long the life of the dams?” 
asked Gov. Val Peterson of Ne- 
braska. 

“Check,” said Brig. Gen. Sam- 
uel D. Sturgis Jr., Missouri river 
division engineer, with reference 
to silt accumulation, “but we can’t 
measure it. Since it’s not meas- 
urable now, we've provided for it | 
as is. Anything done to reduce | 
siltation through soil conservation 
practices will prolong life of the 
projects.” 

Data on Silt Lacking. 

W. G. Sloan, Interagency chair- 
man and veteran reclamation eng- 
ineer, added this to the discus- 
sion: “All of us who have been in 
the game a long time know how 
little we really know about silt. 
Today, all we can do is estimate | 
the amount of silt that we think 
will come down the river, from 
such information as is available.” 

Sloan conceded that complete 
data is lacking, although by now 
there are 135 stations “scattered 
strategically throughout the Mis- 
souri basin,” making daily silt 
measurements in the streams.

ROM morning starting bell until her pupils’ afternoon depar- 
ture for home, a teacher rarely has a minute that is complete- 


ly her own.. The molding of young minds is a challenging 
job, and.a demanding one. Each year of the pupil's advance 
ment brings its special kind of drain on some teacher's vitality, 
tries her resourcefulness. 

This is particularly so in lower grades, which war babies 
have swollen to enrollment There, in addition to scholas- 
tic training and zeal, the teacher has need of an even disposition. 
With lively youngsters vying for her attention, she must deal 
calmly and me bsacg Mme patience-straining situations. In addi- 
tion to imparting knowledge, she settles disputes, finds lost 
articles and invents classroom projects that must be revised 
from day to day to keep up with changing seasons and interests. 

Of the 2369 classroom teachers in the St. Louis public school 
system, a good proportion now are conducting classes in kinder- 
garten, first second grades, where about 29 per cent of the 
total enrollment is concentrated. Remembering the names of up 
to 40 or so pupils is something of a feat, but the teacher also 
has to develop an almost clinical insight into as many different 

ties. 

For this work, the teacher in St. Louis is paid $1100 less, in 
the top brackets, than the board pays its highest priced building 
craft employes. Teachers receive starting pay of $2400 a year, 
rise to the maximum of $4500 in 12 years by a series of annual 
increases. This applies to teachers with master of arts degrees. 


Those with bachelor’s degrees get a maximum of $4200, those 
who have no degree get $3800. This scale, adopted three years 
ago, is below the national average for cities of over 500,000 
population. 

Miss Lois Wamhoff, the second grade teacher at Garden- 
ville School shown at work on these pages, received all her 
schooling in St. Louis. She attended elementary school here, is 
a graduate of Soldan High and Harris Teachers’ College. 
Teaching is the only career she ever considered, a choice in- 
fluenced by long and affectionate contact with an older sister, 
Ruth Wamhoff, who taught first grade at Webster School until 
her death a year ago. 

Following graduation from Harris College, where most St. 
Louis public school teachers are trained, Lois Wamhoff served 
as a substitute in city and — schools for a couple of years, 
got her first re¢q post at Humboldt School, has been at 
Gardenville for five years. Until this term, she taught seventh 
and eighth grades. ei ae 

In the 10 months that a teacher works a year, the extra hours 
she puts in make the time actually t on her job compar- 
able with the standard work-year. Her day begins at lest 
8:30 a.m. and she is through with class work at 3:30. But her 
day is not necessarily over then. There often are after-school 
activities to supervise, papers to grade, meetings to attend. Miss 
Wambhoff has her share of these and, like many other y 
teachers, frequently winds up her day by going to school herself.

N A.RECENT SNOWY NIGHT in Salisbury, Conn., old Doc “Pete” Peterson 
felt like the hero in a Bing Crosby movie about a country doctor. 
After nearly 40 years of bumping along wintry roads, treating cases 
of measles and whooping cough, setting legs and delivering babies, 
“Doctor Pete,” as all Litchfield County calls him, had been hankering 
for a few weeks’ rest in California sun. And now on this night, his 
neighbor-patients had just told him he was going to get his wish. 
At 8 p.m., badgered by his wife into “eating out” at an inn in Salis- 
bury, he was just finishing his dessert when he heard the umpah-

and gaily march them to the town library. heard shouts and his name was called: “Come on out, Doc Pete!”

Walking self-consciously to the door, he was greeted by the band’s 
bass drum, snare, trumpet, clarinet, and sousaphone playing “For He’s 
A Jolly Good Fellow.” To band music and the waving of lighted flares, 
he was escorted to the Scoville Memorial Library, found it surrounded 
by what looked like half the neighboring populations of Lakeville (1,800) 
and Salisbury (1,300). Inside, in the bright auditorium, milled what 
looked like the other half. Library tables groaned under piles of home- 
made sandwiches, gallons-of hot coffee and punch. “Dr. Pete” grinned, 
swallowed a lump and looked around at the happy crowd. Two hundred 
of the people he saw in it had been babies he had once delivered. 

During the evening, “Dr. Pete” was presented with (a) a collection of 
$3,672.55; (b) a prescription that the money was to be “taken as needed” 
for the California trip; (c) a hand-decorated album of pictures of babies 
he had delivered; (d) a humorous song dedicated to him, and (e) a 
portable radio for his trip. 


‘‘Mrs. Pete’’ Put Rocks Under the Wheels 


The surprise party was the culmination of a career more or less typi- 
cal of all of America’s 99,000 general practitioners. Some 34,000 of them, 
like “Dr. Pete,” are now past 65. Born in Duxbury, Mass., on land owned 
by Petersons ever since 1650, Clark Kimball Peterson began his medical 
life at Tufts Medical School in Boston, interned at Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital to specialize in orthopedics. 

But like many another “country doctor,” he gave up his specialty and 
fat city fees just because, he says, he liked the country. He moved to 
Salisbury after his marriage in 1911. Except for service in the World 
War I Medical Corps, and a brief venture in California later, he has 
served Litchfield County ever since. 

Travelling the early roads in his red Maxwell, or behind a spanking 
brown mare named Kitty, Dr. Clark K. Peterson through the years 
became “Dr. Pete,” was out at all times of the night, in all kinds of 
weather. His wife, Laura, became (1) the mother of his two sons and 
(2) the voice on the other end of the wire when patients phoned for help. 

Like any country doctor’s wife, “Mrs. Pete” became as necessary as a 


stethoscope or fever thermometer. In bad weather, when the Maxwell . 


would stall on the sandy hill roads, she went along to wedge rocks under 
the rear wheels. One winter day, when “Dr. Pete” set out alone in a.

cutter to treat a child with pneumonia, snowdrifts upset the cutter 
three times. And “Mrs. Pete” discovered the countfy doctor’s wife’s role 
of sitting home... and waiting . . . and explaining delays. 

Litchfield County’s country doctor has delivered so many babies he 
has lost count. Sam Whitbeck, Lakeville pharmacist, estimates that 
“Dr. Pete” delivered 800. Mrs. Lila Nash, town clerk, estimates over 1,000. 
In fact, the Salisbury-Lakeville area has whole families, including the 
parents, who are “Dr. Pete’s” babies. For one mother he has delivered 12. 

Only humor, and the constitution of a horse, have kept “Dr. Pete” 
going. Some of his stories are famous. He tells about the excited father 
who telephoned: “Come on over, Doc Pete. Mary is ready to have her 
baby. And say, do you know anybody who can tune a piano?” Another 
story, more macabre, is about a dead patient’s son, who when asked if 
his father had ever had an attack before said, “We-lll, not this bad!” 

The “surprise party” secret, about as safe as any secret in Litchfield 
County, didn’t leak out to him until the noon of party day, when some- 
one accidentally tipped “Dr. Pete” off. His reaction was to trot over to 
Chet Thurston’s barber shop and get himself a haircut.

With his own method of 
examining tissue, he got 81 percent 
accuracy.

Nieburgs then went back to see 
if he could improve accuracy of the 
blood test method. After repeated 
experiments, he found its efficiency 
was increased when he injected 
small amounts of blood not only 
into young female mice but into 
young male and female rats. So 
far, in a.series of 100 tests, Nie- 
burgs has been able to predict sex 
- with over 90% accuracy. 


Test May Be inexpensive 


The test, known through recent 
publication in a medical journal, 
may soon find increasing use. Its 
cost, although undetermined, is 
expected to be reasonable. 

Meanwhile, almost concurrent 
with the improved forecasting have 
come the developments in sex pre- 
determination. 

Science has long known that the 
characteristics we inherit from our 
parents are determined by chro- 
mosomes — 48 kinds of tiny, rod- 
shaped bodies in the body cells. 

As to sex, women carry the &, 
or female-producing chromosome. 
Men carry both the X and the Y 
or male - producing chromosome. 
And the standard theory is that if

an X-carrying sperm unites with 
the ovum, a girl results. If a Y- 
carrying sperm does the fertiliza- 
tion, a boy is born. 

Now, X- and Y-carrying chro- 
mosomes differ in weight, with the 
X slightly heavier. At Princeton, 
Dr. E. N. Harvey has suggested a 
way to produce the desired sex by 
using this weight difference. 

Why not, he proposes, use a cen- 


trifuge-a machine which sepa- 
rates substances by weight — to 
separate X- from Y-carrying cells, 
then implant one or the other to 
get the desired sex? 

While Harvey’s plan is still a 
theoretical one which will have to 
be tested first on animals, Doctors 
Dery! Hart and James D. Moody at 
Duke University have opened up a 
simple possibility. 


Why Were There More Males? 


Back in 1941, two other investi- 
gators had collected data on 9,489 
births resulting from artificial in- 
semination. Hart and Moody got a 
definite clue when they analyzed 
the statistics. 

According to the normal sex 
ratio of 105 males to 100 females, 
there should have been 4,861 males 
to 4,628 females in this group. In- 
stead, there were more males—5,676 
to 3,813 females. Why? 

Hart and Moody knew that arti- 
ficial insemination always takes 
place after ovulation of the female. 
Normal sexual relations, on the 
other hand, take place at various 
times. 

Was it possible, therefore, that 
the time factor affected sex — that 
the later conception occurred, the 
more likely a boy, and vice-versa? 

For two years, the doctors tested 
the theory by experimental breed- 
ing of rats. They found that the 
greater the time after ovulation, 
the greater the yield of males. 

By thus increasing the interval, 
the doctors were able to increase 
male offspring by as much as 250 
percent. 


Time to Test Humans? 


The Duke theory has aroused 
keen interest among medical men. 
The time has come, Moody and 
Hart believe, to test it on humans. 

It’s readily tested. In women, 
ovulation (the time when the egg 
emerges from the ovary) occurs 
about 14 days before beginning of 
menstruation. Under guidance of a 
physician, it can be determined 
even more precisely. 

No longer is the big question 
whether we'll have tests and tech- 
niques for predicting and even 
predetermining sex of offspring. 
Rather, the riddle is whether or 
not they'll be unmixed blessings. 
Will predetermination efforts up- 
set nature’s normal and practical 
balance of the sexes? Thérein may 
lie a grave social problem.

who had paid with a year of his life for 
another man’s crime. 

His is the story of one of those rare 
miscarriages of justice that occur every 
so often even in a country whose courts 
of law are consistently the best in the 
world. : 

How can such things happen? 


How it All Began 


The story of Eaches’ misfortune be- 
gins about 9:20 o’clock on an August 
evening in 1948 when two armed men 
entered a Marion, Ohio, supermarket, 
ordered three of its employees and a 
number of customers to lie on the floor, 
and escaped with $2,500 in cash. 

Before morning, the store’s cash reg- 
ister drawers were found abandoned 
under a bridge near a sleepy little town 
called Richwood, 15 miles from Marion. 
Then Marion police did a curious thing: 
several of the men and women who had 
been in the store and had seen the 
holdup were told by police to go to Rich- 
wood. There they were to get a good look 
at everybody in a certain part of town 
by posing as church workers taking a 
poll of all church-goers in that district. 

For police were suspicious of two 
Richwood men. One, named Sidney 
Spurlock, had a minor police record. 
The other man was Eaches. He, too, had 
been picked up a couple of times on 
charges of being drunk. 

Then—justice went wrong. 


When the amateur detectives saw 
Spurlock he was erroneously “identi- 
fied” as one of the holdup men. 

Then witnesses saw one of Eaches’ 
brothers. They reported: “Yes, he looks 
something like the second bandit, but 
maybe just a little bit different.” 

Finally, Eaches and Spurlock were ar- 
rested. The witnesses were asked flatly: 
“Are these the men?” 

The answer was “Yes.” 

That’s all there was to it. Both were 
convicted on this evidence alone, al- 
though both produced witnesses who at 
least tended to show they had been else- 
where during the holdup: Eaches at 
home and Spurlock at a party. 

Spurlock won a new trial and was 
freed. Eaches went to prison—to serve 
10 to 25 years. Time-limits, red tape, 
barred a new trial for him but his law- 
yer kept trying. 

Then—late in 1949 Eaches heard good 
news. In Louisville, Ky., awaiting execu- 
tion for murder, a notorious criminal 
confessed. Earl Bircham, once U8. pub- 
lic enemy No. 1, admitted he and an- 
other man were the Marion holdup 
robbers. His story was investigated, and 
authorities were convinced. Prosecutor 
James E. Reed fell dead on his way to 
the governor to seek a pardon for the 
man he had put behind bars. 

And Eaches went free. 

“The human brain,” the defense had 
protested in the trial, “is a strange, won- 
derful instrument. Yet often the im- 
pressions it records can’t be trusted.”
